In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111, 1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 
All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary. The action of the Patent and Trademark Office will be based exclusively on the written record in the Office. No attention will be paid to 
any alleged oral promise, stipulation, or understanding in relation to which there is disagreement or doubt. 



The action of the Patent and Trademark Office cannot be based exclusively on the written record in the Office if that record is itself 
incomplete through the failure to record the substance of interviews.

In the case of a telephone or video-conference interview, the copy is mailed to the applicant's correspondence address 
either with or prior to the next official communication. If additional correspondence from the examiner is not likely before an allowance or if other 
circumstances dictate, the Form should be mailed promptly after the interview rather than with the next official communication.

- Application Number (Series Code and Serial Number) 

- Name of applicant 
Name of examiner 

- Date of interview 

- Type of interview (telephonic, video-conference, or personal) 

- Name of participant(s) {applicant, attorney or agent, examiner, other PTO personnel, etc.) 

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

The identification of the arguments is sufficient if the general nature or thrust of the principal arguments made to the 
examiner can be understood in the context of the application file. Of course, the applicant may desire to emphasize and fully 
describe those arguments which he or she feels were or might be persuasive to the examiner.) 

6) a general indication of any other pertinent matters discussed, and

1 . New matter rejection of claims 22-29, 32-36 and 39-46 was discussed, and claim 22 was used as an example for 
the discussion: 

Applicants point out the support for the amended limitation of "at least two variable regions" in the specification, the last 
paragraph bridging pages 11 and 12, which indicates that the term "antibody" is intended to refer to immunoglobulin 
molecules comprised of four polypeptide chains, two heavy (H) chains and two light (L) chains inter-connected by 
disulfide bonds. Each heavy chain is comprised of a heavy chain variable region (VH) and a heavy chain constant 
region. Each light chain is comprised of a light chain variable region (VL) and a light chain constant region. Each VH 
and VL is composed of three CDRs and four FRs. 

The examiner does not consider this is sufficient to support the limitation of "at least two variable regions" in the claims. 
The Examiner suggested to eliminate the limitation of "comprising at least two variable region" in line 2 of the claim. 
The Examiner also suggested to remove the recitation of "wherein said isolated human antibody, or said antigen- 
binding portion thereof is capable of binding human IL-18" in lines 3-4 of the claim as it is redundant. 



2. Enablement rejection of claims 22-36 and 39-46 was discussed: 

As discussed above, applicants were suggested to eliminate the limitation of "comprising at least two variable region" in 
the claims. 



3. Prior art rejection of claims 4-12, 14-24, 44-46 and 61 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kucherlapati et al. (US6,075, 181, of record) and Dinarello et al. (J. Leukoc. Biol. 1998, 63:658-664. IDS #A4)was 
discussed: 

The applicant argued that neither reference teaches a human antibody to IL-18 as that of the present invention, and 
therefore, according to MPEP 2143, the basic requirements of a prima facie case of obviousness are not met in the 
present rejection as MPEP states that "the prior art reference (or references when combined) must teach or suggest all 
the claim limitations." The Examiner did not agree for the reasons of record, but suggested applicants to submit a 
formal response to address the issue in detail, and the Examiner will reconsider the references and the rejection in 
view of applicants response. 
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
